This record of death and injury to j>er 
son is made possible by the crowding 
together of

The Plant That Produces Tea.

or secret communication by mechanical 
means.

The type writing 
machines to be used for the purpose 
are made in duplicates, so that the two 
index scales correpond with each other 
in the arrangement; of their characters, 
but differ from any other pair of ma- 
chines. Sisce the index scale is ad- 
justable, it may be shifted in two cor- 
responding machines, so that one or 
more of the characters is moved out of 
its normal position, and, in conse- 
quence, when the operator strikes a 
certain letter on the keyboard, another 
totally different will be" printed.

Macomb, secured from Oregon two pairs 
of Chinese pheasants and turned them

Eight jeara ago the State Boai'd of Agri- 
culture uf Oregon imported from China 
eleven of these species of grouse, and 
with tho protection of the game laws of 
that State they havo inceeased to nearly 
a million.

large as a common prairie chicken, of 
beautiful plumage, and their flesh is 
superior in every respect for tho table to 
the quail or common American grouse. 
They yearly hatch three broods of fifteen 
birds each, and seem particularly* well 
adapted to our climate.

good shooting and are much more diJli- 
cult to kill than quail, pigeons or wood- 
cock,—Chicago

SIMPLE METHOD OP PRESERVIXG PRUrT. 


A writer in a foreign journal says that 
ho has preserved largo quantities 
of 
fruit, every season for more than forty 
years in pure water only. 
Tho fruit is 
placed in wide-mouthed bottles up to 
the neck; then water is pourod in to 
cover tho fruit; the bottles are then 
placed in heat—where they remain until 
near the boiling point. 
They are then 
put aside to cool, and when quito cold a 
small quantity of olive oil is gently 
poured into each bottle; they are then as 
gently put on a shelf in a cool, dry 
pantry, where no scrubbing ogre is al- 
lowed to disturb them, until they aro 
wanted for use. 
The mouths of the 
bottles arc left uncovered and uncorked; 
the oil keeps out the air effectually. 
The only failure he has had lor many 
years was when three bottles of Orleans 
plums fermented. 
They were quite 
ripe when bottled, and it should bo 
borne in mind that there is a point 
where ripeness ends and decay com- 
mences. 
The writer docs not hesitate, 
he adds, to use old pickle-bottles, 
and 
even glass jars that 
have comc with 
French plums; but he prefers bottles, 
for when the water reaches half-way up 
to the neck, only a small quantity of oil 
is required.—New York Witness,

Melon Mangoes—Select, small, green 
musk melons. 
Cut out a small piece, re- 
move the seeds with a spoon and scrape 
out the soft part. 
Make a strong brine, 
pour over the melons, cover and let stand 
twenty-four hours; drain and take from 
the brine. 


Make filling for two dozen melons of 
two heads of cabbage, chopped fine, six 
white onions chopped, ateasi^oonful each 
of ground cinnamon and cloves, a table- 
spoonful of grated horse radish, a table- 
spoonful of salt, half a teaspoonful of 
black pepper and ono pod of red pepper; 
mix all well together. 
Fill the melons, 
replace the piece cut out and tie securely. 
Put the melons in a large stone jar, cover 
with strong vinegar and set aside for ten 
hours; then put in a kettle and let sim- 
mer gently for twenty minutes ; return to 
the jar, pour strong, fresh vinegar over 
and stand aside all night; in the morn- 
ing drain olT tho vinegar, last pour over 
the mangoes again, covor and set asido 
in a cold place. 


Oil !Mangoes—Put large cucumbers or 
green peppers in strong brine for six 
days. 
Wash and remove the seed; stuff 
with one pound of mustard seed, quarter 
of a pound of ginger, half a pound of 
black pepper, half a teacup of celery 
seed, and three ounces of mace; mix 
theso ingredients with half a teacup of 
olive oil; fill the mangoes with it. 
Put 
in a stone jar, sprinkle with a pound of 
salt, pour over cold vinegar, press down 
and keep well covered. 


Pepper Mangoes—Cut the tops from a 
dozen red, and half a doz3n green pep- 
pers. 
liemove the seeds, stand the pep- 
pers in stone crocks, put a teaspoonful of 
salt in each, pour over cold water, and 
let soak two days. 
Chop a large head of 
cabbage, season with mustard, cloves, 
allspice, cinnamon and salt; stuff the 
peppers with the mixture; put on the 
tops, place in a stono jar and cover with 
cold vinegar. 


Tomato Llangoes—Select smooth, full- 
grown green tomatoes, cut oil tho top» 
and take out tho seeds, fill tho cavities 
with salt, pour over water and let stand 
twenty-four hours; chop a head of cab- 
bage, two bunches of celery, a root of 
horse radish; season with spices, mus- 
tard, popper and salt; fill the tomatoes, 
put in a jar, cover with cojd vinegar. 


Peach Mangoes—Pour boiling water 
over fifty pcachts and let stand two days; 
tako them out and split them on ono 
side and put to soak in tumuric vinegar 
for two days. 
Tako out the seed, fill 
with a stutiing made of chopped peaches, 
mustard and celery seed, brown sugar, 
ginger, cinnamon, cloves, chopped oniuna 
and gieen pepper. 
Sew up and drop iu 
spiced vinegar.—Courier-JourruiL

jTho Great Sea Serpent nncl "Wliat It 
llcally 
Is — Giant 
Squids 
a n d 
Mighty Ponlps Tlmt Oltcu 
Attack 
Man. 


T THIS season of the 
3'car the sea serpent is 
accustomed to tnrn up 
at odd spots along the 
Atlantic seaboard and 
supply interesting sum- 
mer reading for the 
newspapers. 
There is 
nothing that people arc 
2 more 
eager to 
hear 
about than this mystery 
of the ocean—lor one 
reason, because science 
readily admits the possibility of such a 
creaftire's existence. 
Although the ig- 
norant are accustomed to pooh-pooh such 
a notion, as they do everything which 
does not come within the grasp of their 
understanding, the mass of reliable testi- 
mony in the rica serpent's favor is recog- 
nized by those who have studied the 
eubject as well-nigh 
incontrovertible. 
That some prodigious monster of actual 
fact has by its occasional appearance af- 
forded a basis of truth for what is gen- 
erally supposed to be a myth has been 
entirely demonstrated, and will be suf- 
ficiently shown in this article. 
It re- 
mains to bo determined whether other 
monsters besides this, as big or bigger, 
have a share in responsibility for tho 
fitories. 


It is rather extraordinary that 
tho 
monster when seen is always referred to 
as the sea serpent, as if there could not 
be more than one such animal in exist- 
ence. But surely if one exists there must 
be others, else how would its kind bo 
perpetuated? It is hardly to be supposed 
that the sea serpent has a life of indefi- 
nite duration and that a single specimen 
has been astonishing the "svorld at inter- 
vals for thousands of years, for it must 
be remembered that observations con- 
cerning the beast have been made a mat- 
ter of written history for at least three 
thousand years. 
One ilnds in Virgil's 
a description of the manner in 
which two sea serpents came out of tho 
ocean at the behest of an angry goddess, 
and gobbled up Laocoon and his two 
sons, twining about them "with slimy and 
hideous coils. 


Two-thirds of the earth's surface is 
covered with water, the far depths of 
which, miles and miles below the waves, 
have never been approached by the hu- 
man explorer. 
Who can say 
what 
frightful creatures, vast 
and formless 
nig'htmares of the deep, may lurk there 
in the darkness of an aqueous 
night 
never illuminated by a sun's ray? 
No 
one has auy reason for asserting that tho 
enormous plcsiosaurus of the oolithic 
age, skeletons of which are found at this 
day does not still survive in the unfath- 
omed caves of ocean. 
This extraordin- 
ary aquatic reptile, which resembled a gi- 
gantic snake threaded through the body 
of a turtle, having the head of a lizard, 
the teeth of a crocodile, a neck thirty 
feet long like the body of a serpent, tho 
ribs of a chameleon and the paddles of 
a whale, would answer very well to tho 
usual description given of the great sea 
serpent. 
It is very likely, however, that 
the monster •which has given cause for a 
majority of such stones is one of unques- 
tioned existence at the present time, al- 
though up to a very recent period, sci- 
ence was not well acquainted with it,nor 
was it known what mighty proportions 
this o^rre of the ocean attains. 


"With the giant squid, however, tho 
fishermen of the Indian Ocean have been 
uni}leasantly acquainted for many ccn- 


cach 100 feet long, the greatest dimen- 
sion of the animal beinc: therefore not 
]cs«i than 
loO feot. 
No wonder that 
Btorles arc told of its attacking ships and 
even drascging them under the seal 
As 
for the poor lisherman, once capturcd and 
held fast by the liorrible sucking tenta- 
cles he is drawn into the closer cnibraco 
of the beast's eiirht other arms, 'vhich arc 
likewise equipped with suckers, and the 
frightful creature sinks with its captivc 
to tho bottom, where it tears him to 
pieces at its leisure with its powerful 
uarrot-like beak. 
Should it bo fncrht- 
ened while enifairecl at its hirleous meal 
it discharges from an organ called itsinl: 
bag afiuid which renders the water round 
about as black as night for hundreds of 
yards, thus ellectually conccaling itself. 


This is the creature which not a few 
men of science declare to be what those 
who thought they had seen the great ser- 
pent of tho sea have attempted to de- 
scribe. 
The accomnaiiyiuir illustrations 
show it in the act of swimming in its ac- 
customed fashion during calm weather, 
with a large part of its body elevated 
above the water. Extended observations 
of small specimens made in tho aquarium 
at Brighton, 
England, 
havo 
demon- 
strated the fact that this is its favorite 
method of feeding. 
Inasmuch as it al- 
ways swims backward, making progress 
by expelling water rearward from a big 
siphon in its body, observers casuallg 
viewing a giant squid at sea may havo 
most naturally imagined that tho part go- 
ing first was tho head, tho appearance of 
a tentacle upraised in tho water, as in tho 
picture, being mistaken for a tail. Such, 
at all events, is a theory maintained with 
great array of evidence apparently most 
valuable. 
For the present, however, it 
must remain a disputed question whether 
this animal of fact is to take tho place of 
the sea serpent of ancient and respected 
traaition. 
It is worth saying; by tho 
way, that tho two great snakes which 
attacked tho Laocoon family may very 
well have been tho two groat tentacles of 
a giant squid, making allowances for er- 
rors of tradition. 


Tho "kraicen," which advocates of tho 
giant squid theory likewise indentify with 
the samo monster, was believed for cen- 
turies to inhabit tho seas and fiords of 
Scandinavia, whore it is now known that 
squids of tho largest sizo dwell. 
Thero 
eeems, in truth, 
no good reason for 
doubting that tho two creatures, the ono 
real and the other half mythical, are one. 
Tho famous bishop and naturalist, 
Pon- 


toppidan, member of tho Royal Acadcmy 
of Sciences at Copenhagen, wroto 
that 
tho kraken grow to bo half a milo long 
and was frequently mistaken while float- 
ing asleep upon tho surfaco of tho sea 
for an island; so that people landed upon 
it and were engulfed in a maelstrom by 
its sinking. 
It will bo remembered that 
Sinbad the Sailor is said in the *'Arabian 
Nights'* to have had a like adventure. 
The kraken was big enough to lay hold 
of tho largest man-of-war and pull it 
down to tho bottom with its arms, which 
'it frequently raised 
up as high as tho 
masts of a ship out of the water, 
Pon- 
toppidan speaks of tho manner in which 
the kraken was accustomed on occasions 
to discolor the water about it, and his 
description otherwise proves that it and 
the giant squid were the eanie animal.

embraced. 
Instantaneously as tho pull 
Df a trigger the pistons of tho hundreds 
of suckers on tho tentacle are simul- 
taneously drawn inward, the air is re- 
moved from the pneumatic holders, a 
vacuum being created in each, and tho 
rictim is so completely pinioned that 
hardly a struggle is possible.

been known to cut themselves loose from 
this death-grip, but the chance is small 
Indeed.

rock are wrapped about the man, and ho 
ts drawn into tho closo embrace of the 
poulp, to be torn to pieces by its beak 
ind absorbed.— Washinaton 
Star.

A fiCiUID KAVIGATIKa 


One of the best attested sea serpents on 
record was seen on tho Cth day of Au- 
gust, 1848, by the ofiicers of the H.M.S. 
Dicdalus in tho Korth Pacific. 
About 
sixty feet of its length was visible, and it 
had all tho appearance of a gigantic 
snake, its head and shoulders held four 
or five feet above the surfaco of tho 
water, through which it swam at the rate 
of perhaps fifteen miles an hour. 
It was 
viewed at quite close quarters tlirough 
field glasses'from the ship's deck, and 
was observed to be of a' dark brown 
color, yellowish white about the throat, 
and with what appeared to bo a mane. 
On the 24th day of February, 1849, 
about forty miles from tho spot where tho 
serpent above mentioned was seen, Capt. 
lierriman of tho ship Brazilian saw a 
strange creature astern stretching along 
the water for thirty feet or more, with 
its head lifted several feet above the sur- 
face and a mane running down tho neck.

How to Roast Meats. 


Good beef should have a bright red 


color, not too dark, dry and tender to 
the touch, fat and with a smooth open 
grain. 


In roasting meats one of the principal 


points is to have it as juicy as possible. 


"Wash, the meat in cold water, wipe 


dry, singe with a hot iron, then place -n 
a dripping pan: cover the top with a 
layer of suet one-half inch thick; add 
drippings to the pan until one inch.' 
deep, the pan should be at least four 
inches deep; place in a hot oven and 
slightly increase the heat until done; 
allow thirty minutes for first pound 
and nfteen minutes for each, additional 
pound.
